OCF2-Y, and (partially) hydrogcnated forms thereof, wherein m, n and p represent, 
independently, integer numbers, including 0, m-tn or m+n+p being different fi-om 0, 
wherein X and Y are, independently, CF3 or an hydrogenated form thereof, a hydrogen 
atom, a chlorine atom, or a functional group or a different polymer sequence. 

37. (New) The method according to Claim 1 wherein the composition further con^rises one or 
both of a fluorosuriEaotant and a solvent

polyurethanes, thickeners, antistatic agents, UV light screening agents, optical brightcners, 
non-fluorinated silicone compounds and film-forming polymers, alone or in various 
combinations thereo£ 

41. (New) The method according to Claim 1 wherdn the compositioii is essentially free of 
pigment and comprises, by wei^t: 

0.01-40% of a fluoiinated compound; 
0-40% of a fluorosurfactant; 
0-30% of a surfictant; 

0-30% of a solvent, in particular an alcohoU ether or ester; 
0-50% of a non-fluorinated silicone compound; 
0-50% of a polycarboxylate polymer, and 
20-99,9% of water. 

42. (New) The method of Claim 41 wherein the composition fiirther comprises an optical 
brighteni^. 

43. (New) The method according to Claim 1 wherein the camposition is applied by a sprayer, 
brush, roller^ sponge« wipe or a mop. 
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
